centroverted was found too Violent, and more than the 
preſent Circumſtances of affairs could bear; orhers ſugge- 
ſting the doubtful Loyalty of che grearCity of Troynovant, 
*rwas thought adviſable to ſecure the Citadel, in fome 
Peculiar truſty hands, and thereby to ſcare that Populouz 
and Powerful Place into a juſt Obedience: this was found 
good and Feazahle, and ftrair a new Commander is ors 
dain'd, with ſecret orders how ro manage things to the 
beſt advantage. In the mean time, the Prince Anaximan- 
der, ſteers away, and wirkout any lert or hindrance, in a 
few days arrives ſafe aria convenient Haven,in the Weſt of 

Albjon ; and nowthe Thread of Poor Lycogenes his Fate
